That a tobacco warehouse built in 
Cloverport by the farmers and a local 
market for the weed established, would 
be the biggest boom that could come to 
the tobacco growers of this section, it 
opinion ezprtssed by Mr. John H. 
Phelon, the well-known tobacconist of 
this city. 

Mr. Phelon. in speaking of the matter 
The News, outlined the plan as sug- 
gested by him as follows: That the far- 
mers build a warehouse uf sufficient dU 
lions to house comfortably any 
quantity of tobacco, employ on a salary 
an expert rehandler to sort the various 
types and otherwise get it into the prop- 
er and most advantageous condition for 
selling. A local market could easily be 
established, as buyers would come here 
when informed of an opportunity to 
make a purchase. Mr. Phelon is confi- 
dent that a big local market could be es- 
tablished in Cloverport. resulting in 
higher prices to the farmers and better 
general satisfaction. 

1 substantiation of his last theory 
Phelon says that he never enters 
tobacco upon the breaks in Louisville 
but that he sells direct to buyers who 
come to his warehouse. Only last week

MANY IMPORTANT DISCOVERIES 



through th. R« a . ar chas of the At- 



msnt Vast Sums Are Saved to the 
People Ysarly. 

Washington. July 1— "Millions 1 1 
dollars— in fact, a sum so vast that It 
cannot now be estimated— have been 
aaved to the American people by dls 
coverles made by government sclen 
ints during the fiscal year which 
closed Sunday." declared Secretary 
Wilson In speaking of the record of 
the department of agriculture for the 
year "Time alone must develop the 
Importance to the world of the experi- 
ments being conducted every day by 
theae men. whose only reward is In 
the passing fame attained in report- 
ing valuable finds. There would be 
money In many of these discoveries If 
the scientists were to patent them In 
their own names, but In every case 
the people as a whole are the bene 
factors, for the patents are dedicated 
to the government to be used 'by the 
I'nlted States or any of Its officers or 
employes In the prosecution of work 
for the United States, or by any per- 
son In the I'nlted States without the 
payment of royalty." " 

Secretary Wilson feels that the rec 
■ ignition by the government of these 
dlacoverles is far too nvager. but he 
does not hesitate to give to the scien- 
tist this little help whenever he feels 
that it is merited Whenever a val- 
uable discovery, warranting United 
States patent. Is made by an employe 
of the department of agriculture, 
secretary advances the salary of the 
employe aa much as It is possible to 
do under the law. The patent Is taken 
out In this country In the name of the 
scientist making the discovery and 
then dedicated to the United States 
If the discovery la applicable to use 
In a foreign country the scientist is 
authorised to receive the benefit, but 
usually the patent is of a character 
designed to meet conditions In the 
United Statea and or little value else 
where/" 

Among the patents which have at 
tractad national attention are in re- 
lation to the labeling of fresh meats 
that have passed government Inspec- 
tion, the use of feldspathlc rocks as 
fertilisers and the prevention of cor 
roalon of fence wire and rusting of 
iron and steel generally. Secretary 
Wilson estimated that the disci very 
of an Ink which may be uaed in stamp- 
ing carcasses that have passed gov- 
ernment meat Inspectors and which
